Mackenzie Highway Vital Link 
To Canada's West Northland 


Important Supply Route for Northern 
Industry and Outlet for Minerals 


EDMONTON. — The, Mackenzie highway, a vital link with 
Canada’s northland, reached farther into the Northwest Territories 
than any other highway in Canada. Only the Alaska highway 
extends farther north, but it enters the Yukon without touching 
the Northwest Territories, and doesn’t link with important indus- 
tries’ of the area. 

The all-weather Mackenzie high- 
way stretches across muskeg, forests 
and farmlands for) 384 miles from. 
Grimshaw near Peate: River in Al- 
berta to Hay River on Great Slave 
Lake in the Northwest Territories. 

It is a vital, supply route for 
northern industry, carrying. mining 
machinery, provisions ard\ supplies to 
the north and shipments of fish, 
grain, fur and lumber to the rail port 
of Grimshaw. It. is also an impor- 
tant outlet for gold from Yellowknife 
and -uranium from Port Radium on 
Great Bear Lake. 

Large trucks now deliver supplies 
to the doorsteps of traders who once 
waited weeks for them to be freight- 
éd along the Peace River or carried 
by winter tractor-train, The truck 
cargoés are moved on to Yellowknife 
and points on the Mackenzie river 
by boat from Hay River.-

New Method _ 
Used I Alberta 
To Locate Oil 


CALGARY.—A new method of lo- 
cating oil and gas fields—longo—is. 
attracting attention in Alberta. The 
new method proposes to\ determine 
the’ actual presence of oil or gas 
through the operation ;of electrical 
‘currents, ‘This contrast. to seismo- 
graph operation, which can at best 
locate structures favorable to. oil®ac- 
cumulation, 

The method has been developed by 
Dr. F. W. Lee, former chief of the 
geophysical survey section of the 
U.S. bureau of mines. He organized 
the bureau’s division of geophysical! 
exploration in 1928. e 

Dr. Lee’s ‘method works the same 
as electric logs in wells already drill- 
ed. But he claims to be able to tell 
by the electrical resistivity method 
in advance. of any drilling whether 
any gas or oil are present: 

With an imposing scientific record 
behind him, Dr, Lee is beginning to 
attract considerable attention im Al-

Manning, Keg River and Fort Ver- 
milion have become increasingly im-

Great Slave Lake is Canada’s 
greatest supplier of fresh-water fish. 
Last year about 8,000,000 pounds of 
whitefish and lake trout, valued at 
$612,000, were hauled from Hay Riv- 
er down ‘the Mackenzie highway 
while only about 1,000,000. pounds 
were carried by the water route, 

Formerly limited supplies of fish 
were taken only in summer from. the 
northern lake and transported 
water down the Slave and Athabaska 
rivers to waterways on the Athabas- 
ka river. Winter fishing now ac- 
counts for almost half the ‘total an- 
nual catch. 

The fur industry has also been af- 
fected by the highway. Pelts .are 
shipped in large trucks to Grimshaw. 
Trappers and traders have. been 
brought closer to Peace River towns 
and are within easy reach of hospital 
and medical services, 

Tourists seeking new horizons 
travelled the highway last summer, 
stopping to view two of the north’s 
scenic spots—the Louise and Alex- 
andra Falls. Both are located on the 
Hay River, within the Northwest Ter- 
ritories.  - 

Construction of the highway was 
started in October of 1946 and com- 
pleted in 1948. Preliminary surveys 
had’ begun in 1938 and were ‘carried 
on during the winters of 1938-39-40 
in an effort to find a winter road for 
tractor-trains. 

. The winter road was used -during 
the winter months until the all- 
weather highway was built. Parties 
set out in 1945 to survey the terrain|, 
for: the Mackenzie highway. They 
followed the same general route of 
the winter road, detouring around 
muskeg and swamp areas. 

Construction of the $4,300,000 high- 
way was a joint effort of. the federal

REGINA.—A ‘new industry, using three native Saskatchewan 
materials — sand, lignite .coal and sodium sulphate — may be in

material with a large number of commercial uses. 


The research project, sponsored for 
two years by the Saskatchewan reg 
search council,.is being’ carried out 
by. Dr. S. D. Cavers, professor of 
chemical engineering. — 

Soluble silicates’ are used in soap 
manufacture, the impregnation of 
wood, weighting of silk; fabric dyes, 
as an adhesive in corrugated paper 
boxes, as a waterproofing treatment 
for bricks and cement and in many’ 
other ways. 

The scientists are seeking to pro- 
duce soluble silicates by fusing sodi- 


tities in Saskatchewan, with silica 
and.carbon.. A series of small-scale 
tests has been made using tempera- 
tures from 900 to 1,200 degrees centi- 
grade, In these first experiments, a 
commercial silica called Ottawa sand 
and commercial carbon black were 
used with the Saskatchewan sodium 
sulphate, 

Yields as high as 95 percent. sol+ 
uble silicates’ have been: obtained. 

Now the researchers are seeking to 
use all Saskatchewan materials. in 
the process, A pure sand, available 
in commercial quantitieS in the prov-
